tion—and by this is meant making the | 


sufferer better able to bear his burden, if 
not actually lifting it from his shoul- 
ders—is largely u question of nursing. 
If the disease has already gained a foot- 
hold medicine in most-instances is of no 
avail except in postponing the evil day, 
and even if it were otherwise a few 
general rules would be just as essential 
to insure the comfort of the patient 
while recovery is going on. 

In the first place, then, we must un- 
derstand exactly the condition of the 
consumptive, not so much by ascertain- 
ing the location and 6xtent of his disease 
as by familiarizing Gurselves with his 
temperament, his likes and dislikes, and, 
above all, with his power of endurance 
and resistance, 

If we will bear these things in mind 
we may be able to do all that is possible 
for the sick one—namely, toenable him 
to withstand the onslaught of the dis- 
ease until nature shall gain the control- 
ling hand. So successful is this method 
of treatment that it often results in a 
complete or at least a temporary cure. 

Consumption is one of the most de- 
vitalizing of diseases. Not only does it 
attack the lungs, but the action of the 
nervous system is sooner or later seri- 
ously interfered with, the digestion im- 
paired, and the simplest form of excite- 
ment renders even the circnlation of the 
blood dangerous from being overactive. 

We shall come nearest to striking at 
the root of all these troubles if we direct 
our energies toward limiting the fre- 
quency and severity of the’congh, and in 
this we have not only to follow the ad- 
vice of the physician, taking care that 
his directions are exactly carried out, 
but we must give careful attention to 
nursing. 

To prevent the first paroxysm of cough- 
ing, which is usually incited in the 
morning by the exertion of rising, a 
warm cup of tea or an eggnog should be 
taken before the patient leaves the bed. 

A glass of something warm, like hot 
milk or gruel, should also be taken be- 
fore retiring, and plenty of time should 
be allowed in preparing for the bed. 
The patient should sleep in blankets, 
and a glass of warm drink shonld,be 
placed within reach in case he should 
wake throngh the night. 

If the presence of food in the stomach 
causes the reappearance of the cough 
after meals, some suitable preparation 
of pepsin should be used to hasten the 
digestion, and an hour or two's rest 
should be taken immediately after the 
meal. — Touth's Companion. 


AN AVENUE OF IDOLS. 


A Double Row of Japanese Buddhas 
Which Cannet Be Counted 

Close to this interesting pool is the 
avenne of images, representing the 
Amida Buddha. The idols vary in size, 
but are similar in design. There are sev- 
eral hundred of them altogether, and 
they sit facing one another in two long 
rows. We asked the little Jap who 
brought us to the place how many of 
them there were. In an awed whisper 
be replied, ‘‘Nobody knows.’’ Then he 
told us how impossible it was to count 
them. Each image was mado unsightly 
by haying numbers of little bits of paper 
stuck on to it and chewed bits of paper 
which had been spat at it. The object of 
this disfiguration we failed to discover, 
though our friend Hojo informed us they 
wers put on by the young priests, a part 
of whose novitiate it was to attempt to 
count the Buddhas. 

There is evidently something wrong 
with these idols, for no one has ever 
been able to reckon them up the same 
twice over, in spite of sticking a piece 
of paper to tick each one off. Of course 
two unsuperstitious Englishmen were 
not to be humbugged by native stories, 
so M. (my traveling companion) and I, 
thinking the whole thing ridiculous, de- 
cided to count the mysterious images. 
We started on co-operative lines, each 
taking a side of the avenue. Our efforts, 
however, were fruitless, for we had not 
numbered off more than a dozen each, 
before M. (whose eyes were not so good 
as they had once been) shouted across to 
me: I say, I saw one of them on your 
side moving. I'm certain Idid. They're 
uncanny. Let's give it up. This inter- 
ruption of course upset all my calcula- 
tions, but we soon came on the moving 
image, which turned out to be nothing 
more than one of the old Frenchmen, 
seated peacefully among the statues and 
looking in his white clothes for all the 
world like a jolly, fat, old Buddha.

He must stay by the herd all tho 
time, preserve a clear head and firm 
place in the saddle. He is the represent- 
ative of the owner—the custodian of 
much wealth—and dissipation is not to 
be thonght of. 
One of Eck Turner's pet bits of hu- 
mor was to pi t people whose ap- 
pearance displ him and shoot just 
near enough to them to express his sen- 
timents. He particularly disliked to see 
horsemen go by on the trot.

was an accident, and urging him to 
mount and trot past just onc time more, 


rising no higher than he had done, and 


guaranteeing to put three shots ont of 
five between him and the saddle or buy 
the drinks for the crowd. 

But it was the uncertainty abont the 
other two shots that interfered with ne- 
gotiations—that and the trotting man's 
persistent endeavor to enjoy the freedom 
of his own pistol arm while Eck ro- 
mained in his presence. 

Eck thought it was funny, and that 
hallucination grew on him till he got 
into trouble. When the wave of Texas 
fever“ swept over Kansas in 1880, kill- 
ing off so many of the Kansas cattle, a 
state law stopped those drives“ which 
had been the life of western Kansas, and 
Eck Turner lost his occupation.

Intended For Maternity and Homekeepers, 
Maay Are Driven Into Occupations That 
Were Once Only For Men—Some Very 
Pisin Talk. 


The reiteration of any statement, how- 
ever important or timely, becomes mo- 
notonous, but so long as mischievous 
ideas are promulgated they must be met 
and discredited, though it be seventy 
times seven and more. Otherwise the 
world would remain eternally in error. 
It will be admitted, even by the most 
radical of the so called woman’s rights 
advocates, that, in conformity to her 
peculiar physical organization, the fe- 
male of the human race has been espe- 
cially created to perform a specific work 
in the domestic economy. This is, com- 
prehensively stated, to bear children and 
maintain the home. On the other hand, 
it was manifestly intended that the 
male of the human race should cherish 
and protect her, assuming the severer 
physical labor which must be performed 
and shielding her from every danger 
that might threaten the health, happi- 
ness and perpetuation of the species. In 
the original plan one duty was not re- 
garded subordinate or inferior to the 
other. Nature had simply divided the 
burden of existence, to one the 
active part.of providing food and shel- 
ter, and to the other the more important 
part in the reproduction of the species— 
to strip it of all its sentimentality and 
state it plainly. + 

But in this, as in all things else, the 
majority of men have subverted the 


a 


law of nature and haye promulgated the 
theory that they, the actual earners of 


wealth, owe little to women who mere- 


ly raise children and preside over the 


home which they, the men, have found- 
ed, and which they alone work to sus- 
tain. This assigns maternity and home 


keeping to an inferior position and places 


the mother and the head of the house- 


hold in the attitude of dependent, who 


must be content with whatever the hus- 
band and father sees fit to give her, dis- 
regarding common justice and that 
which is her rightful due—the absolute 
and equal division of all that accrues 
through his work and her economy. 

The increasing love of luxury among 
men, the ‘comfort which club life pro- 
vides, with emigration from thickly 
populated centers to remote fields of in- 
dustry, havo reduced the number of mar- 
riageable men in many states. This, 
with the unwillingness of the few to 
accept the dependence of the nature de- 
scribed above, has also largely increased 
the number of unmarried women who 


choose to, or are forced to, provide for 
themselves. Whether they belong to one 
class or the other, it remains none the 
less certain that whatever income they 
are to have they must acquire by their 
own efforts. They have no other alter- 
native, unless they are willing to accept 
the distasteful charity of wealthy friends 
or relatives, or join the army of the lost, 
whose brief season of ease and luxury 
almost inevitably ends in the prison, 


the almshouse or the potter's field. 


And yet, again and again, and still 
again, solemn exhortations are sounded 
from the pulpit warning woman! from 


deserting the home, her proper sphere, 


to join the feverish multitudes who | 
crowd the marts and highways of the 
world. Women themselves, weak, fool- 
ish and unthinking, selfishly; satisfied 
with their own seclusion, echo the sense- 


less and cruel command. 


For it is cruel, as heartless as the sug- , 


gestion of the pampered French queen 
whose subjects, starving for bread, were 
advised to put a chicken in the pot. 
The wife of a famous Union general 
some time ago deplored the exodus of 
woman from tlie home into business and 
the professions. In all her life she had 
never known want or the lack of a thing 
she desired. After the death of her hus- 
band friends and the government, in 
consideration of his service, provided 
for her so that she might enjoy the same 
comfort to the end of her days. Nota 
dollar of the generous income was the 
result of her own personal effort, and 
but for the bounty of the country she 
might have learned something of the 
stress which forces other women to seek 
an honest livelihood for themselves. 
The situation has passed beyond the 
power of any human being to alter it. 
Instead of decreasing, no matter what 
the result may be, the exodus will con- 
tinue. Those women who have braved 
the world have tested through experience 
the sweets of independence and the satis- 
faction which comes from being able to 


do work and do it well, which not only | 


provides a living for the present, but in- 
dependence in old age. Poverty, help- 
lessness— and board that are bit- 
ter ly gru have hurried many a wo- 
man to her grave whose old age, had she 
been able to benefit by the new condi- 
tions of today, would have been serene 
and unclonded. 

There is no fear that women will 
cease to marry and to aid in founding 
homes, but the skilled workwoman of 
the twentieth century will be able to de- 
mand that equality in matters of domes- 
tic authority and finance which her ig- 
norant sister dared not ask, hampered by 
the limitations of her sex, aggravated by 
her ignorance. A new era has dawned. 
Neither prejudice, nor conservatism, nor 
the combined hostility of church and 
state can order the sun to stand still. 
The day of miracles, in this direction at 
least, has passed.—Mary H. Krout in 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

“We heartily commend bis adminis- 
tration for the vigor and success with 
which it has met and overcome the ma- 
ny and great difficulties which the ad- 
ministration of President Harrison and 
the republican party left it to deal with, 
and especially for the courage, sagacity 
and ability which it bas displayed in its 
determined and resolute efforts to res- 
cue the country from the deplorable ev- 
ils of a fluctuating, unstable and debased 
currency, and to crush the pernicivus fi- 
nancial heresy of the free coinage of sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

“The platform upon which we won 
our great victory in 1892, denounced the 
republican legislation in 1590_knewn as 
the Sherman act as a cowardly make- 
shift, fraught with possibilities of danger 
in the fature, which shouid make all of 
its supporters, as well as its author, anx- 
ious for its speedy repeal.’ 

One of the firet fruits of our victory 
was the passage of an act wiping it from 
the statute-book and putting an end to 
the perils to which it exposed the finan- 
ces of the country. 

“Our platform declared our opposition 
to the policy of federal control of elec- 
tionsand promised that our retarn to 
power should be signalized by the 
prompt repeal of all federal election 
laws enacted by the republicans for the 
perpetudtion-of their rale. 

“This pledge has been fully and effect- 
vally kept. 

“Our platform denounced tlie McKin- 
ley tariff law, as the culminating atroci- 
ty of class legislation, and, promised its 
repeal as one of the beneficent results 
that will follow the action of the people 
in entrusting power to democratic par- 
ty.’ 

“It has been repealed and in its stead 
we have a law which, while not con- 
taining all that the advanced advocates 
of tariff reform hoped would be secured 
gives us, nevertheless, the best tarifi 
which the conntry has had for thirty- 
five years and enables us to ex ult in the 
accomplished fact that under its practi- 
cal operation we have come to the full 
enjoyment of the blessings of restored 
confidence and renewed prosperity in 
all branches of industry, while, at the 
same time, the national treasury will be 
eupplied with revenues sufficient to meet 
all the obligations the government and 
maintain unimpaired its high credit at 
home and abroad. 

Upon such a record of vital and 
most beneficent reforms, accomplished 
in the face of obstacles that seemed al- 
most insutmountable, and securing for 
the country permanent relief from fatal 
mismanagement of the currency, from 
dangerous interference with the elective 
franchise, and from the burdens of un- 
necessary and, therefore, unjust taxa- 
tion, the democracy may well afford to 
stand and confidently ask from the pa- 
triotism, intelligence and sense of justice 
of the people a repetition of the great 
popular uprising of 1892, 

“Theable and efficient management 
of our State affairs under the adminis- 
tration of Gov. Frank Brown is worthy 
of all praise and we cordially commend 
the prudence, vigilance and integrity 
which he and those associated with him 
have displayed in the discharge of all 
their public functions. 

“Regarding uniform and equal taxa- 
tion as a matter of controlling and par- 
amount obligation, we call especial at- 
tention to the necessity of reassessment 
and pledging the party, through its del- 
egates, in convention assembled, to an 
unqualified falfilment of this pledge; we 
further recommend and appeal to the 
democratic voters of the State to exact 
of their representatives on the demo- 
cratic tickets a solemn promise to carry 
out the wishes of the people for a fair 
and equitable aseessment of the entire 
property of the State. 

“We will present to the people of this 
State as candidates for Governor, comp 

troller of the treasury and attorney-gen- 
eral men of established character, ca 
pacity and experience and ‘worthy in 
every respect of confidence and support, 
and impressed with the conviction that 
upon the result of the preseat campaign 
the political position of Maryland in the 
momentous presidential contest of 1896 
may laryely depend, we appeal to the 
democracy of the State to unite heartily 
in their support of our whole State 
and local ticket, so that when, in 1896 
the people shall be called upon to pass 
judgment npon the claims of our 
party io a continusnce of its con- 
trol of the government, Maryland shall 
still be found occupying her high place 
in the democratic column.“ 

There was not a dissenting vote re- 
corded when the platform was put be- 
fore the convention, and it was declared 
to be unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Hayes who has made the fight 
throughout the State on the issue of re- 
assessment and was considered by ma- 
ny the strongest man in the State to be 
nominafed gare out the following for 
publication; 


‘I would prefer not to discuss either the 
proceedings or nominees of the State 
convention or the mode by which the re- 


sult was attained, My personal defeat or- 


thegmethods, however bare and treacher- 
ousywhich ve been`resorted to to 
secomplish the result are of small mo- 
roent compared to what I fear is the de- 
featof the will and wishes of the demo- 
cratic masses of our state. 

“The vital imue of reassessment, for 
which I have so long and earnestly 
fought and for which I went before the 
people of this state as a candidate for 
Governor, and upon which issue the del- 
egates from nearly eyery county in the 
state were elected and instructed to the 
state convention, I fear bas been throtl- 
ed in the house of its profeased friends, 

“I did not know that Mr. Hurst was to 
be nominated until two hours before 
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the meeting of the convention. I heard 


it under the following circumstances: 

“Senator Gorman about 10 a.m. sent 
bis private secretary to my rooms in the 
Carrollton and requested to see me. It 

was at this interview that I flrat learned 
Mr. Hurst was to be nominated. In em- 
phalie and rigorous language I protested 
against such a proceeding, not because 
his selection Involved my sacrifiice, with 
the iacident deceit of treacheryZbut be- 
cause it was the abandonment of the vi- 
tal issue of reassessment and would sure- 
ly entail the defeat of the democratic 
party. I declared to Mr. Gorman that 
Mr. Hurst's nomination, I believed, 
would insure the loss ot the third legis- 
lative district by 6,000 votes and that I 
would never assist in bis nomination, 
because I felt that, although a democrat 
who “bad never scratched his ticket, I 
would not promise to vote for Hurat if 
nominated, because I felt that the man 
who appeared before the legislative com 
mittee of which I was a member in 1894 
and in a prosy speech advocated the vio- 
lation of the party's pledge on reassess- 
ment, ought not to be trusted as Govern- 
or to approve a reaasecsment bill. 

“I asked him if it would be possible to 
nominate Mr. Hurst in a convention 
elected on the reassessment issue, much 
less elect him by the democratic masses, 
who bad been twice fooled by two dem- 
ocratic Governors. I further asked for 
the sake of consistency how was it pos- 
sible to explain to the people the fact 
that the champion anti-reassessment 
leader had been nominated on a reas- 
sessment platform. None of these ques- 
tions could be answered. The reply was 
that there was no other man who could 
be nominated. I promptly took my 
final leave of Mr. Gorman. 

“I can't be sffiliated politically with 
any man when I think I discover that 
the welfare of tLe party and a strict 
adherence to its principles and teachings 
are not paramount with him to any per- 
sonal or selfish end. 

“The fact, in my opinion,why I was so 
unceremoniously disposed of by the War- 
wicks was that I had no money to turn 
over to the spoilsmen who are demo- 
crats for reyenue only. 

“The citizens, farmers and men of the 
pooier classes overran my rooms at the 
Carrollton and more than once whisper- 
ed to me that they feared that becaure I 
was poor I weuld not be nominated. This 
I am told, was ore of the deciding facts 
al the midnight conference ss to my can- 
didacy.”

WHITTIER’S FIRST POETRY. 


One Boyish Poem Galned Him William 
Lloyd Garrison's Friendship. 
After he had made the acquaintance 
of Burns’ poems, Whittier began to 
scribble rhymes of his own on his slate 
at school aud in the evening about the 
family hearth. One of his boyish stan- 
zas lingered in the memory of an elder 
sister : 
And must I always swing the fliail 
And help to fill the milking pail? 
I wish to go away to school. 
I do not wish to be a fool. 


With practice he began to be bolder, 
and ho wrote copies of verses on every- 
day events, and also little ballads. One 
of these, written when he was 17, his 
eldest sister liked so well that she sent 
it to the weekly paper of Newburyport, 
The Free Press, then recently started by 
William Lloyd Garrison. She did this 
withont telling her brother, and no one 
was more surprised than he when he 
opened the paper and found his own 
verses in The Poets’ Corner.“ He was 
aiding his father to mend a stone wall 
by the roadside as the postman passed 
on horseback and tossed the paper to 
the young man. His heart stood still a 
moment when he saw his own verses, 
says a biographer. ‘‘Such delight as his 
comes only once in the lifetime of any 
aspirant to literary fame. His father at 
last called to him to put up the paper 
and keep at work.’’ 

The editor of The Free Press was only 
three years older than the poet, although 
far more mature. He did more for the 
young man than merely print these boy- 
ish verses, for he went to Whittier’s 
father and urged the need of giving the 
youth a little better education. Todo 
this was not possible then, but two 
years later, when Whittier was 19, an 
academy started at Haverhill, and here 
he attended, even writing a few stanzas 
to be sung at the opening exercises. He 
studied at Haverhill for two terms, and 
by making slippers, by keeping books 
and by teuching school he earned the 
little money needed to pay his way. At 
Haverhill he was able to read the works 
of many authors hitherto unknown to 
him, and he also wrote for the local pa- 
pers much prose and verse. Professor 
Brander Matthews in St. Nicholas.

The nebula origin of the sun and in- 
cidentally of the planets also is thus 
finely set forth in a recent article by a 
well known British writer: The matter, 
or rather the gas which composes our 
sun, was once spread out to the farthest 
orbit of the ontermost planets of our 
system—that is, to the planet Neptune. 
From the orbit of Neptune this incon- 
ceivably thin mass began to converge, 
growing denser and denser and smaller 
and smaller as it gradually approached 
its existing dimensions. As it con- 
densed, revolving upon its axis, the so- 
lar mist left behind it at intervals por- 
tions of cloudlike matter cast off from 
its equator. 

These masses of gas, undergoing a 
similar evolution to that of the sun, or 
central mass, have, with great slowness, 
hardened into what is now Jupiter, Sat- 
urn, the earth and the other planets. 
Meanwhile the main central mass, al- 
ways retreating, eventually formed the 
sun itself, the present chief luminary of 
our system of worlds.—St Louis Re- 
public. 


CONQUEST OF THE NORTHWEST. 


it Was Acquired From the British by 
Force of Arms. 

In 1776, when independence was de- 
clared, the United States included only 
the 18 original states on the seaboard. 
With the exception of a few hunters, 
there were no white men west of tho 
Alleghany mountains, nd there was 
not even. an American hunter in tho 
great country out of which we have 
since made the states of Illinois, Indi- 
ana, Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin. All 
this region north of the Ohio river then 
formed a part of the province of Quebec. 
It was a wilderness of forests and 
prairies, teeming with game and inhab- 
ited by many warlike tribes of Indians 

Here and there through it were dot- 
ted quaint little towns of French creoles, 
the most important being Detroit, Vin- 
cennes, on the Wabash, and Kaskaskia 
and Kahokia, ou the Illinois These 
French villages were ruled by British 
officers commanding small bodies of reg- 
ular soldiers or Tory rangers and creole 
partisans. The towns were completely 
in the power of the British government. 
None of the American states had actual 
possession of a foot of property in the 
Northwestern territory. 

The northwest was acquired at the 
time of the Revolution only by armed 
conquest, and if it had not been so nc- 
quired it would have remained a part of 
the British Dominion of Canada. 

The man to whom this conquest was 
due was a famous backwoods leader, a 
mighty hunter, a noted Indian fighter— 
George Rogers Clark. He was a very 
strong man, with light hair and blue 
eyes, of a good Virginian family, who, 
early in his youth, embarked on the ad- 
venturous career of a backwoods survey 
or, exactly as Washington and so many 
other young Virginians of spirit did at 
that period. He traveled ont to Ken- 
tucky soon after it was opened up by 
Boono and lived there for a year, either 
at the stations or camping by himself in 
the woods, surveying, bunting and mak- 
ing war against the Indians like any 
other settler. But all the time his mind 
was bent on vaster schemes than were 
dreamed of by the men around him. He 
had his spies ont in the Northwestern 
territory and became convinced that 
with a small force of resolute back- 
woodsmen he could conquer it for the 
United States. When he went back to 
Virginia, Governor Patrick Henry en- 
tered heartily into Clark's schemes and 
gave him authority to fit out a force for 
his purpose. Theodore Roosevelt in St.

LOADING AN OCEAN LINER. 
The Storage Is Something Tremendous 
and Eequires Careful Packing. 

To watch the loading of grain, either 
from an elevator or a lighter, into one 
of the mammoth vessels engaged in its 
transportation, is to witness one of the 
chief operations in the movements of 
the world’s commerce.

The Invincible Armads. 

The invincible armada was a famous 
naval expedition sent by Philip II of 
Spain against England in 1588. It con- 
sisted of 130 vessels, 2,430 great guns, 
4,575 quintals of powder, nearly 20,000 
soldiers, above 8,000 sailors and more 
than 2,000 volunteers. It arrived in the 
English channel on July 19 and was de- 
feated the next day by Admiral How- 
ard, who was seconded by Drake, Haw- 
kins and Frobisher. Eight fire ships 
having been sent into the Spanish fleet, 
they bore off in great disorder. , Profiting 
by the panic, the English fell upon them 
and captured or destroyed a number of 
their ships, and Admiral Howard main- 
tained a running fight from July 21 to 
July 27, with such effect that the Span- 
ish commander, despairing of success, 
resolved to return bome, and as escape 
through the English channel was pre- 
vented by contrary winds he undertook 
to sail around the Orkneys, but the ves- 
sels which still remained to him were 
dispersed by storms or shipwrecked 
among the rocks and shallows on differ- 
ent parts of the Scottish and Irish coast, 
and upward of 5,000 men were drown- 
ed, killed or taken prisoners. Of the 
whole armada 53 ships only returned to 
Spain, and these in a wretched condi- 
tion. The English lost but one ship.—

It consists in preparing the wooden 
blocks before they aro laid by boring a 
few boles in them and filling the same 
with a hard setting substance composed 
of crushed stone, bitumen and Portland 
cement. The compound is cleared off 
even with the surface, and when they 
are laid the roadway is thus covered 
with a series of rongh spots which ar- 
rest the foot of the horse in all condi- 
tions of weather, and prevent the ani- 
mal from slipping. Wood paving is ex- 
tensively used in England and France.

Curious Scenes During the Pilgrimage to 
the Graveyards. 

Paris, it is said, thinks once a yearof 
thosd whom she has lost. The truth is 
she’ thinks very sinch oftener of them, 
for their touching devot ion to the mem- 
ory of the dead is one of the finest sides 
of the French character, 

The day after All Saints’ is the "day 
of the dead“ the jour des morts. 

Then Parisians visit the great ceme- 
teries — Pere Lachaise, Montmartre, 
Montparnasse, Passy, Vangirard and 
Saint-Onen. It is a curious sight to see 
the crowds sweeping like a torrent along 
the boulevards of Belleynce and Menil- 
montant between the two rows of booths 
piled up with emblems of grief and 
piety. 

About half the number are simplo 
| Sightseers—badanubs, who aro attracted 
by any crowd, and who can be readily 
recognized by their indiffercnt and gap- 
ing air and empty hands. 

The others, in mourning habits, carry 
in their hands wreaths of everlasting 
flowers, sprigs of boxwood and yew, bon- 
quets, medallions under glass, with a 
weeping willow and some artless in- 
script io mere, a notre pere, etc, 

The Se themselves present an 
uuaccnstomed spectacle. The entrances 
are guarded by mounted gnardes de Pa- 
ris iu full nuiform; policemen are sta- 
tioned to regulate the circulation in the 
interior, and around the cemetery hawk- 
ers of all sorts spread ont their wares in 
tempting array—immortelles for the 
dead, cakes and petit blen—cheap wine 
—for the living. 

The exterior boulevards are too small 
for the crowd of mourners, and the inns 
and wineshops too small for the cus- 
tom. ‘

The Story of General Jsckson’s Cotton Bale 
Breastworks a Pleasing Fiction. 


ent who do not remember being 

that General Jackson won the battle of 
New Orleans by throwing up a breast- 
work of cotton bales and meeting the 
British assault behind them. 

A dramatic account of this was in all 
the school histories and several others, 
and the novelty of the affair appealed 
yividly to the imagination. The cold 
facts of later history prove this all to 
havo been fiction. Henry Adams, in his 
history of Madison's administration, de- 
scribes the battle of New Orleans and 
mentions no such feature. McMaster, 
in hig latest volume, refers to the story 
in a note only to say that there were two 
or three cotton bales used in one place, 
and they were either set on fire or 
knocked out at once. 

Jackson’s line of breastworks was of 
earth irregularly thrown up and of varyt 
ing height along its length. The trained 
sharpshooters of the west did great work 
as marksmen behind it and so galled 
the heavily laden British troops that they 
had no alternative but to be shot or re- 
treat before the American line. 

The schoolbook story used to be that 
the Americans lost six killed and seven 
wounded. McMaster places the figures 
of killed and wounded at 70. The Brit- 
ish, it seems, were not all repulsed ac- 
cording to the popular story. The right 
line of the American troops was driven 
in, and the British left advanced a mile 
in thé rear of Jackson on the way to 
New Orleans. 

He was really flanked by this success, 
but the terrific slaughter he inflictéd up- 
on the British in the center, involving 
the death of the first and second generals 
in command, completely dispirited them 
anf induced the return of that wing of 
their ‘army that was on the way to the 
city. - Boston Herald.

New Treatment For Barns.

The patient’s family objected to skin 
grafting; which seemed to be the only 
way to accelerate the process of recov 
ery, and the doctor, as an experiment, 
applied the internal membrane of the 
hen's egg—the white film with which 
everybody is familiar. The injury must 
have progressed beyond the suppurative 
stage and shown signs of healthy heal- 
ing. A freshly laid egg is broken and 
the membrane immediately cat into 
narrow strips and laid carefully across 
the raw surface, then antiseptic dress- 
ings are applied with carbolic solutions, 
and the whole is covered by tin foil In 
a number of cases this procedure has 
been eminently satisfactory. New York 
Ledger.

| ABOUT INDIAN MONKEYS. 


' The Method They Employ When Eobbing 
a Cornfield. 

It is still an article of faith, not ouly 

in India, but in all lands where mon- 

| keys go in pecks, that they have a king, 

| laws and language of course. Saving the 
first item and duly limiting the others, 
the belief is sound no doubt. But Ibn 
Batata tells us, on the authority of 
„pious persons he met in India, that 
the king lives in state. Four noblemen 
always attend him with rods in their 
hands and cooks serve him on their 
knees. | 

The king has a train of armed fol- 
lowers.’ When a subject is caught, he 
contrives to send a message to the soy- 
ereign, who forthwith dispatches an 
army, and when they come to the town 
they pull down the houses and beat the 
people, and their armies, it is said, are 
many. This is not quite so ridiculous as 
it looks, for the sacred apes that fre- 
quent an Indian village will readily 
gather to avenge) an injury, and it isa 
common practico with them to destroy 
the huts when angered. 

They have a great many children, 
and when a child is unlike its father 
and mother it is thrown out on the high 
road. Then they are taken by the Hin- 
doos, who teach them every sort of 
handicraft, or sell them at night, that 
they may not find their way home. 

At Shabar, which appears to have 
been somewhere near Madras, people 
dare not travel by night in the woods, 
for fear of monkeys, which is certainly 
not exact, since these creatures never 
move after sundown, but if there bea 
foundation of trnth in the legend it is 
curious. We are not aware that any In- 
dian apes at this day will attack a pass- 
erby unless gravely provoked. But 
there are plenty elsewhere that will. 

It is a well known fact that in pro- 
ceeding to raid the cornficlds in certain 
parts of Africa apes have a combined 
plan of action. The old males go first-— 
some of them scont-on either flank, and 
climb every eminence near the line of 
march, to assure themselves that the 
route is safe. After reconnoitering, they 
give orders in such different tones of 
voice that each must have a special 
meaning. The elders are silent when 
advancing, but the main body, females 
and young, keep up an incessant chat- 
ter, playing and feeding as they go, un- 
less brought to an instuntancous halt by 
signal.

. position Known as the Fugue. 

The organ as it existed in Bach's day, 
and as in most essentials it exists now, 


is an instrument | peculiarly suggestive ; 
in regard to the renlization of the finest ' 


and most complete effects of harmony, 
of modulation and of that simultaneons 
progression of melodies in polyphonic 


combination which is most completely 


illustrated in the form of composition 
known as the fugue. It is so for two.or 


only instrument in which the sounds aro 
sustained with the same intensity for 
any required length of time after they 


are first emitted. However long a note 


may hayo to be sustained, its full valge 
is there till the moment the finger quits 
the key, a quality which is invaluable 
when we are dealing with long suspen- 
sions and chains of sound. Secondly, the 
opportunity of playing the bass with the 
feet on the pedals, leaving the left hand 
free for the inner parts, puts within the 
grasp of a single player a full and ex- 
tended harmony and a freedom in manip- 
ulation such as no other instrument af- 
fords. Thirdly, and in the case especial- 
ly of fugue compositions, the immense 
yolume and power of the pedal notes im- 
part a grandeur to the entry of the bass 
part in the composition such as no other 
medium for producing music can give 
us.

powerful harpsichord. Without the aid 
of the pedal it would be rather difficult 
to do otherwise, and the English organ 
of the day was in every respect a much 
lighter and thinner affair than the 
“huge house of the sounds, the thun- 
der of which was stored in the organ

QUEER LANGUAGE. 


fhe “Camphor Tongue“ of a Wild bat In- 

F offensive Race. 

One of the queerpst lnugunges in the 
world, used for the qucerest purposes, 
is the camphor language“ of Johore, 
a country of the Malay peninsula. It has 
lately been studied and reported upon 
by Mr. Lake, an English engineer in 
the service of thesultan of Johore. This 
language is called the Puntang Ka- 
por, or camphor language, and is used 
by the natives und all others who are 
engaged in gathering the product of the 
Malayan camphor tree and only at that 
time.

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GOOD FROMISE OF THE HARVESTS. 

The weather-crop bulletin issued by 
the Weatlier-Bureau for the week end- 
ing at eight p. m. Monday is decidedly 
encouraging. 

Over a considerable portion of the up- 
per Mississippi and Ohio valleys and 
most of Texas the rain was almost total- 

~ Jy Jacking. But in almost all other sec- 
i tions the ralofall was more than usual 
for this period, or very heavy. In the 
South, excepting South Carolina and 
Tras, cotton has generally improved. 
Tobacco is in good condition in Virginia, 
is growing rapidly in Kentucky and 
promises well eyerywhere but in Ohio. 
But the growing corn crop is gill more 
promising. The bulletin says:— 

The general outlook for an exception- 
ally fine corn-crop continues flattering. 
_Exceptin the Dakotas and Minnesota, 
where it is somewhat late, and in Indi- 
ana, where it is maturing slowly, the 
crop is generally in advance of the 

“season, and early corn is practically 
made over the southern portion of the 
corn belt. Kansas and Missouri report 
much of the crop made, and in Missouri 
the largest crop eyer raised in that State 
is promised. 

Six bundred Iowa reports, all counties 
being represented, show the condition of 
corn as much above the average in sir- 
ty one counties, above the average of 
eight counties, while thirty codhties 
promise a crop beloy the average. In 
Nebraska corn isin excellent ¢ ndition 
in the Southwestern part of the State 
and in the counties along the Missonri 
‘Rjrer, but has been much injured in the

A ROYAL PALACE OF NATURE 


Prof Irving L, Twilley, of the Dakota 
University, who is spending the sum- 
mer with his parents at Sharbtown, 
writes for the Abynxrisxn, the following 
dlécription of the Wind Cave, South Da- 
kota. 

There are few more wonderful, tugged 
and sublime creations by nature's power 
than the Wind Cave of South Dakota. 
On a greater scale than the world’s fa- 
mous Mammoth Cave, more wonder- 
ously beautiful than .he Wyandotte 
Cave of Indiana, or the Cave of the 
Winds in Colorado, it stands pre-emi- 
nent as an impressive object lesson of 
the mysterious influences that have heen 
its silent creator alnce the Palaezoic Ers. 

In this spacious cave which, has been 
discovered within the last six years, you 
can sojourn several days without be- 
coming weary of the beantiful sights pre- 
sented. To date, there have been ex- 
plored twenty one hundred large cham- 
bers. along the separate rontes -which 
combine to make a passage way of more 
than ninety miles in length, and the ex- 
plorer's motto is stiil “plus ultra.“ Three 
hundred and seventy five of these cham- 
bers have been named by various visi- 
tors who have represented nearly every 
nation of the earth.and who haye come 
‘miles’ to see one of the most wonderful 
discoveries of the century. Most of the 
rooms have received the name of the 
object which they resemble, and the 
formations which the geologists have yet 
failed to account for, have been named 
in the same manner. . 

Tbe numerous chambers fairly glisten 
with interesting crystallization. and are 
carved into geometrical figures by beau- 
tiful box-work formotions which line 
the walls. A prominent writer has said 
“They are suggestive of some marvelous 
artist of old, ornamenting the rooms of 
Kings and Queens of the underground 
dominions, or bung in frost work as airy, 
and as delicate as the paintings of the 
real Frost King upon the windows at 
winter time, evanishing at the slightest 
touch.” 

The Wind Cave is unlike mostof the 
caves which I have visited either at 
home or abroad. In many caves, the 
formation of the different rooms contin- 
ue about the same throughout, and you 
are only interested in the size. But this 
is not true of the Wind Cave, At eyery 
turn, and in every chamber some 
strange and beautiful formation is pre- 
sented that was not seen in the room 
previously examined, and you are inter- 
ested continually in something new, in 
this great natural cabinet of Geology. 
The rooms are arranged in tiers, eight in 
number, the lowest being 500 feet below 
the surface, and the highest 165 feet. 
The atmosphere is absolutely pure, and 
there is no dampness in any part of the 
cave, exceptat the bottom step which 
brings you to the first chamber. Here, 
you can notice, by placing your finger 
against the walls. a little moisture, but 
not elsewhere in the caye; while in the 
lowest tier, there is much dust caused 
by the many feet, and it isas dry asa 
temperance town at election time. Ne 
living insect, reptile or animal of any 
kind, except man, isto be found in this 
wonderful cavern. The temperature in 
all parts of the cave remains the same 
the year round, 45 degrees. 

The Wind Caye, so called because of 
the continuous outrush of wind from its 
month, is situated about ten miles from 
Hot Springs.- The country near the cave 
is somewhat billy, with but few trees 
in the vicinity. In fact, it isa genuine 
Dakota “park,” which means, in the 
Black Hills, an open, level, stretch of 
land. Inthe immediate neighborhood 
of this show place of America, are a post- 
office, several dwellings, and as many 
barne. One ofthe barns is the “cave 
house” which by no means is indicative 
of the enchanting wonders which it so 
faithfally guards. In the floor of this 
Gibraltar, is a trap door, through which 
the sight-seer must pass into utter dark- 
ness, as the rush of wind will extinguish 
all candles in the draſt. After you have 
descended a few rods, and the trap door 
is closed, then in the midst of beauty 
and grandeur, the candles are lighted, 
and the curtain is drawn. 

It is not our purpose to describe many 
of the wonderful chambers of this cav- 
ern, but to speak briefly of a few.

The ronnd trip occu- 
pies at least three weeks, and the cream 
has last that period, one week of 
which ship is tied up in dock, with 
the eating up ice in the refriger> 
ator st a prodigious rate. When the au- 
tumn rush homeward sets in and the 
steamers are crowded to the limit, the 
amount of ice cream thus carried from 
this port and kept at least two weeks for 
ase on the return voyage is a big item 
in the provision account. Many kinds of 

ons and supplies are cheaper in 

than here, and of these the 

steamers lay in a dorfble stock at the Eu- 

fopean ports. Ice cream, too, is cheaper 

in Europe, but it has the fatal disad- 

vantage that it is not ice cream as the 
American regards the article.

“J don’t get mellow tempered 
as I get old,“ ho writes some years lat- 
er, which is true, for to another corre- 
spondent he says: Nothing can advance 
artin «ny district of this accursed ma- 
chine aud devil driven England I lec- 
ture hero (ut Oxford), but only on the 
art of the past. 

“How inexpressibly subtle and pene- 
trating," l:o writes to a young man, is 
the principle of pride! How it mingles 
itself with, and even pretends itself to 
be, and tukes the likeness of, the noblest 
feoliugs in the world—and what a con- 
stunt struggle it needs even to detect, 
muc): more to expel it! It is like oxygen 
in iron—the hottest fire will not expel it 
alt~zether—and it steals in with the very 
nir we breathe, turning all our steel into 
rust. LAJ 

Things that require steady labor, he 
writes to the same correspondent, there 
are indeed for all of us to do, but they 
are the coal heaving part of our life and 
to be done with a slow step and bent 
back, patiently, not in a passion, not 
trying to beat our brother coal heavers, 

but only to carrying as many coals as we 
can comfortably.

Gravitation and the Blood. 

We ordinarily think of the attraction 
of gravitation only as producing what 
we call weight, and as governing the 
motion of the earth and other planets in 
their orbits. But gravitation acts ina 
very important manner upon the circu- 
lation of the blood in our veins and ar- 
teriés. An elaborate series of experi- 
menta has recently been carried ont in 
England to determine just what effect 
gravitation exercises in this respect, and 
how its disturbing influence is compen- 
sated in the bodily mechanism. 

It has been found that man probably 
possesses a more complete compensation 
of this kind than any other animal, and 
that the monkey stands in this respect 
next to man. 

Injuries to the spinal cord, asphyxia, 
and ing by chloroform or curare 
para , more or less completely, the 
power of compensation, and then the in- 
fluence of gravitation on the circulation 
of the blood may become a serious dan- 


ger. 4 . 

In such s case death is more likely to 
result, according to the conclusions of 
Professor Leonard Hill, if the body is 
placed in such a position’ that the ab. 
domen is at a lower level than the heart. 

But the danger may be diminished or 
remoyed ejther by elevating the abdo- 
men or by compressing it so as to drive 
the blood up to the heart. When the 
heart itself, however, has been injured, 
as by chloroform, there is danger in forc- 
ing the blood too rapidly into it. 

Professor Hill finds that, generally 
speaking, the best position for the body, 
when the power of compensation for tho 
effecta of gravitation has been arrested, 
is with the feet up instead of with the 
feet down. — Youth’s Companion.

A Substitute For Gold. 
A French technical paper, The Jour- 
nal de l'Horlogerie, declares that a new 
amalgam has been discovered which is 
a wonderful substitute for gold. It con- 
sists of 94 parts of copper to six parts of 
antimony. The copper is melted and the 
antimony is then added. Once the two

ing polished. Even when exposed to the 
action of ammoniacal salts of nitrous 
vapors it preserves its color. Thecost of 
making it is abont a shilling a pound 
avoirdn pois.

In practice the result of this 
would be that both men and women 
would have better and stronger brains. 
They would marry earlier and with more 
courage. They would face the world 
more hopefully and successfully, and 
they would become the parents of whole- 
somer, healthier, happier and more ca- 
pable children. —English Paper.

| A Leading Specialist Says the Safferer Can 


Cure Himself— The Way Is to Take a 
Long Breath before Each Vowel, Open 
the Mouth Wide and Speak. 


Stammering and stuttering are now 
permanently cured in New York bya 
simple method. These afflictions differ 
but slightly. In one case there is inabil- | 
ity to pronounce certain words; in the 
other, certain sounds. Neither, accord- | 
ing to a New York professor, who isa 
graduate of a German college for tho 
vocal organs, isa disease, but both are 
habits that will disappear under proper 
treatment. 

The inability to talk plainly or to ar- 
ticulate except with great effort, when 
dué to organic tronble or malformation, 
does not came under the head of stam- 
mering and is not within the scope of 
the stuttering specialist. 

“The whole thing is very simple, 
said the professor, ‘‘so simple that you 
will smile when I tell you that tho sole 
and only cause of stuttering aw stam- 
mering is careless respiration. People 
who suffer from the impediment have 
only to pause, take in a long breath, 
and then, opening the mouth in the 
manner laid down in the charts used by 
slocutionists, pronounce the word sharp- 
ly. Have you never noticed the remark- 
ablo fact that people who are inveterate 
stammerers are often accomplished vo- 
calists? That is because in the act of 
singing respiration is done in a proper 
way. 

A novel fact is that the troubles of 
stammerers or stutterers lie entirely 
with the vowel sounds. Patients do not 
seem to understand this. In describing 
their cases they will tell me that they 
havo difficulty in sounding p' or d. 
That is where they are wrong. They 
sound the consonant all right, but stag- 
ger at the vowel. A patient comes to 
me, and I say to him, say ‘papa.’ He 
will commence p-p-p-p-p, oh, professor, 
I c-c-c-c-c-c-an’t say p-p-p-p- papa. 

It is at once apparent that his trou- 
ble lies with the vowel a. Then the 
treatment commences. Standing before 
him, I suggest that he take a long 
breath through the partially closed 
mouth until the Inngs are well filled, 
and then, at the moment of exhalation, 
following my direction, he opens the 
month in the proper manner, as indi- 
cated bya chart, and pronounces with 
me in a high, mechanical yoice, ‘paw- 
paw.’ This is often repeated, the vowels 
being changed. 

From words we pass on to sentences 
and so on to introduce in closeconnection 
all the vowel sounds. The respiration 
before each vowel sound is necessary. 
The treatment therefore consists in form- 
ing this habit. As the patient pupil pro- 
gresses the length of this respiration is 
reduced, the pronunciation is made in a 
lower pitch and in a few weeks, rarely 
over five, the most inveterate stutterer 
can talk finently and rapidly with no 
sign of His former affliction. But eternal 
vigilance is necessary. 

„Should the apparently cured patient 
become careless and forget the necessity 
of respiration as taught him, he may re- 
lapse into his former state, and then his 
training must be done all over again. 
A boy 16 years af age was once brought 
to me. His was a stubborn case, but in 
six weeks I had him talking all right. 
Time passed on for two years. I fre- 
quently saw the boy at his father’s house 
and was delighted with the cure. Last 
summer he came to my institute. He 
was os bad off as when I first met him. 

It seems that his father had sent him 
on a short business trip to Europe, away 
from the restraining influence of the fa- 
ther, whose ears were always alert for 
any return of his son’s affliction, and 
much disturbed, as he explained to me, 
by the noise of the vessel's machinery, 
he became careless, and having once re- 
lapsed he became worse every day, and 
was really forced to shorten his stay 
abroad and roturn to New York for treat - 
ment. 

„He was a bright lad, who readily 
applied himself to my rules, and ina 
week he was all right again. As a mat- 
ter of fact, he need not to have come 
back to me, but could have applied his 
old lessons with success. 

The German government has long 
recognized the importance of rational 
treatment of vocal impediments, and 
school children afflicted in this manner 
are put through a regular course by 
graduates of the college at Frankfort, 
where this specialty is tanght in the 
government employ. The German treat- 
ment is that of elementary training in 
elocution. 

The habit of imperfect respiration is 
generally fonud in connection with some 
diseases of childhood like the measles, 
but a most frequent cause is uncon- 
scious imitation. One stuttering child 
ina family will set all the others to 
struggling with the vowel sounds. An 
adult in conversation with a stutterer 
finds it difflonlt to speak withont stam- 
mering.—New York Herald

SEVEN HANDED EUCHRE. 


Definite Points Given That Will Enable 
Ono to Play the Game, + 

For pleasure, pure and simple, seven 
handed euchre clubs may be cited as 
models. The game is played with a full 
pack of cards, and the joker is used. 
Seven cards are dealt to each player, 
giving first three and then four and 
leaving four on the table. This quartet 
is dubbed ‘‘the widow.” 

The player on the left of the dealer 
makes the first bid of 2, 8, 4, 5, 6 or 7 
tricks, naming the suit, the highest bid 
getting it. The bidding is done in turn. 
The person who secures the bid then 
selects three other players partners 
thus pitting four against three. If the 
bidder wins, he and his partners each 
count the amount bid! If ho fails, he ig’ 
euchred, and the three opponents coat 
each the amount bid. While one can 
play a quiet, steady game, taking no 
risks, and holding high cards or the 
joker play for a euchre, the spirit of ex- 
treme feminine politeness engendered 
by this fad of the hour requires that a 
person holding the joker should bid the 
limit, seven, thereby always introduc- 
ing an clement of chance in the contest 
and giving each one more show. 

Prizes are played for. A certain num- 
ber of points gained can be the limit or 
a given period of time as agreed upon.

in 1856 and located in Jackson; removed 
to Memphis in 1859, served on the Su 


+ preme Bench by appointment on two oc- 


casions, was elected to the United States 
Senate as a democrat in 1881, and served 
till April 6th,1886; was appointed United 
States Circoit Jadge by President Cleve 
land and -nominated for Associate Jus- 
lice by President Ilarrison; was con- 
firmed by the Senate February 18th, 
1893 and entered upon the duties of the 
office March 4th, 1893

HURST'S LETTER OF 
ACCEPTANCE.

To Jolin S. Wirt of Cecil county, ex- 
Goy. E. E. Jackson of Wicomico, John 
Walter Smith of Worcester county, Wm, 
Grason of Baltimore county, Edward W. 
Mealey, of Washinton county, Col. L. 
Victor Baughman of Frederick, Jas. H. 
Preston cf Baltimore city, Wm, T. Bied- 
ler of Baltimore city, John M. Dulany 
of Baltimore city,and Charles W. Pretty- 
man of Montgomery county, the mem- 
bers appaigted to notify Mr. Hurst of 
bis Hominaticn, he has written the fol- 
lowing letter. 4 

“T have received yonr letter of the 8th 
inst formally notifying me of my nomi- 
nation for Governor ofthe state by the 
recent democratic convention, and trans- 
mitting to me a copy of the platform 
which it adopted. 

“I thank yon very sincerely for the 
terms of kindly compliment in which 
you are so good as to make known to me 
the action of the convention, but you do 
me no more than justice when you fay 
that the nomination has come to me 
‘without solicitation or effort on my part 
to secure it. 

“Indeed, for many of the cogent ria- 
sons I should prefer to continue to labor 
as a private citizen for the success of the 
party, as I have steadily done in the past 
but haying been selected without agency 
of mine as its candidate for the highest 
office in the gift of the people of my na- 
tive state, I feel that I should not now 
be entirely controlled by my personal 
conyeniences avd inclinations, and, 
therefore, I accept with grateful sensi- 
bility and gratifying distinction with 
which the convention has seen fit to 
honor me. 

“T realize that the acceptance of ‘this 
nomination carries with it a large meas- 
ure of responsibility, but my knowledge 
ofthe people of Maryland teaches me 
tlrat they are always just and tolerant in 
their jndgment of the conduct of men in 
public station when that conduct is reg- 
ulated by candor, independence and an 
earnest and conscientious sense of duty 
and I shall endcavor so to meet that. re- 
sponsibility and so to act during the 
coming campaign and in the office of 
Governor, should I bs elected, as to give 
me a just claim to their confidence, re- 
spect and approval. 

“In coming before them for their 
votes they are entitled to have a defin te 
and explicit expression from me of my 
views and purposes in relation to the is- 
sues involved in the canvass, and I ac- 
cordingly avail myself of the opportuni- 
ty which this letter offers to make 
known clearly and without reserve my 
sentiments upon these issues, and, also, 
what may be expected of me in the 
event of my election. 

“I have carefully read the platform 
adopted by the convention and unhesi- 
tatingly approve it, and in expressing 
this approval itis proper to add that 1 
am not one of those who look upon par- 
ty platforms as mere devices to catch 
votes and after the election to be disre- 
garded and ignored, but I consider them 
as de:larations of principle to be adher- 
ed to and carried into effect, and, if I 
may be pardoned for the comparison, 
to be treated as a bill of exchange when 
once accepted—to be faithfully honored. 

“The platform speaks my sentiment 
upon the national questions of the tariff 
and the currency. As to the tariff law 
now in force, I am free to express my 
regret that it does not go as far in the 
direction of free raw materials as the 
people hoped for and expected—but I am 
not unmindſul of the great difficulties 
that stood in the way of the enactment 
of any law whatever upon the subject. 

“Certainly the law is of great relief 
from the burdens and injustice zof the 
McKinley act, and in view of the uni- 
versal revival of activity and prosperity 
in every department of business to 
which it hasso largely contributed we 
may well congratulate ourselves upon 
this important achievement of our party 

“We have reason to be proud of the 
bold and wise stand taken by President 
Cleveland and his administration upon 
the silver question, and I subscribe very 
cordially to what cur State platform de- 
clares upon this subject. 

“The question, howeyer, which’ in this 
State canvass comes more closely home 
to our people and which engages their 
attention more than that of any other is 
that of reassessment. 

“Upon this subject I am in hearty 
sympathy with the declaration of our 
platform and the reproduction of that 
declaration in your letter. 

“A complete and thorough reassess- 
ment is now imperaticely demanded, 
and should be provided for, without fail, 
by our next legislature. 3 

“The history of our State legislature 
shows thata longer interval has elapsed 
since our last general assessment, under 
the act of 1876, than həs been allowed 
to pass fur more than half a century, 

“We had a general assessment in 1841 
again in 1852. again in 1866 and avain in 
1876. “During the nineteen years since 
this last assessment such great chang s 
in the condition and valuation of prop- 
erty, real aud personal, have taken place 
that justice lo the people, to the State, to 
the city of Baltimore and tothe counties 
absolutely requires a full valuation of 
al, the property of all our people, care- 
fally provided for, as a business, not asa 
political measure. —

last two or three vearsa reassessment

“For this reason I act only did not fa 
vor bat actively opposed the passay- ofa 
reassessment bill at the session of t894, 
ani interested myself with many of my 
fellow eit x n of both political parties to 
Governor Brown to withheld his signa- 
ture fromm the bill passed by th- Senate 
and House of Dele ates at the sesam of 
1892 

“The controlling reasons that then ex 
isted for a pastponment of such legisla 
tien have largely, if aot inie |. passed 
anar, ami pho re is nou leger any xn al 
pound for denying t the peopl this 
nee Beary wra-ure s relief, 

“The gaimary testen ib. lit, for such 
an act rests npon the Leg'slatore acd the 
toteryention of the Governor cannot 
properly go further, io the first instance, 
than consultatlon and recommendation 
andthe public expression of his opin 
ion. Indeed, he should be carefol, in 
the due exercise of the functions of the 
Exerotive, to avoid every thing like in- 
terference with the independent action 
of the legtslatiye department of the gov- 
erpment, but publicly declaring now my 
ileliberale belief that the passage ofa law 
for a general and thorough assessment 
uf the entire taxable property of all the 
people of the State should not any longer 
be postponed, I wish to be as 
distinctly announcing that, id I be 
elected Governor, I shall promptly sign 
such a bill and also actively interest my-

“I consented reluctantly that my name 
might be used forthe nomination for 
Governor, upon the assurance from a 
number of independent and most respec- 
tab'e sources, including many of my clo- 
sest commercial friends, that my selec- 
tion wou'd tend to restore a much desir- 
ed harmony in the rauks of the demo- 
cratic party. 

“Beyond giving this consent I did not 
go one step, and when the nomination 
was made it cume as absolutely free from 
avy pledge, promise or understanding ex- 
press orimplied, on my part as ever 
nomination came to any map. 

“I did not seek it in any manner what- 
svever, nor can Icon ent to have myself 
spoken of or considered as the candidate 
of any man or set of men or as the rep- 
resentative of any clique,wing,faction or 
division of the party. 

“Those who know me need no assu- 
rance that nothing on earth could induce 
me to barter away, surrender or abridge 
to any extent whatsoever my absolute 
independence, and I trust that the char- 
actcr which I enjoy in this community 
will be sufficient to satisfy those who do 
not know me thatshould the nomination 
of my party be ratified a: the polls in 
November Ishall enter upon the dis- 
charge of the duties of Governor uuder 
no committals or obligations to any indi- 
viduals whatever and wholly free to do 
what my conscience, and my judgment 
shall dictate as best for the public inter- 
ests. 

“IfI had imagined that any of thegen- 
tlemen who urged me to allow my name 
to be presented as a candidate, or any of 
the friends whoactively interested them- 
selves to bring about my nomination, 
supposed that I was there by laying my- 
self under political obligations by which 
the exercise of my independent judg- 
ment, in the event of my election, would 
in theslighest degree,be affected, or that 
I was thereby subjecting myself to un- 
worthy dictation, I should unhesitating- 
ly have declined the use of my name 
and rejected the proposal as both dis- 
paraging and offensive. 

“With this unreserved slatement of 
my position, I submit with cheerful con- 
fidence my case and that of the party 
whose representatiyes have chosen me 
as its candidate for Governor to the just 
and intelligent decision of the people, 
reepectfally claiming the full and cordial 
support of the party and faithfally pledg- 
ing to my fellow citizens, in the event of 
‘ny election, the constant exercise of my 
best energies and abilities to a vigilant, 
laborious. independent and upright dis- 
charge of every public duty.“

THE “DEVIL’S MOOSE.” 


A Gigantic Flesh Eating Pisnt That Is 
Found In Nicaragua. 

Carnivorous plants are 
among the curiosities of the vegetable 
world. The poetical and religious Lin- 
nus, who had occasion to study the fly 
catching peony, found, in his astonish- 
ment, no other name to bestow upon it 
than this—Miraculom nature (prodigy 
of nature). Since the illustrious Swedish 
botanist, the mechanism of carnivorous 
plants has been well studied, and par- 
ticularly by Darwin, who has devoted to 
these plants a remarkable work. They 
are usually of small dimensions, and do 
not attain the size of one described in 
the Bolletino del Naturalisti. 

M. Fabiano Carlo tells there of a gi- 
gantic carnivorous plant that has been 
discovered on the shores of Lake Nica- 
Tagua by a naturalist named Dunstan. 
He discovered: this curious plant in the 
following manner: Traveling with his 
dog, he heard the animal give veat to 
cries of pain. He advanced and found 
his dog held by three black, sticky bands, 
under which the skin was chafed till it 
bled. These bands were the branches of 
a ne carnivorous plant, which Dunstan 
calls the land octopus The branches 
are ficxible, polished, black, without 
leaves, secreting a viscous fluid and fur- 
nished with a great number of suckers 
by which they attach themselyes to their 
victims. It might almost be believed to 
be an octopns transformed into a plant. 

To extricate his dog Dunstan tried to 
cut the branches, and succeeded, thongh 
not without difficulty, and after having 
his hands severely injured by the ten- 
tacles of the land octopus.’’ As may 
be realized, observations under these con- 
ditions were not convenient to make, 
and the naturalist was able to get few 
facts concerning this odd plant. He 
proved the presence of numerous suckers, 
and fonnd that the fetid odor of the 
black sticky fuid that covers the branch- 
es serves to attract prey to the plant. He 
also was able to note similarity of char- 
acter with other carnivorous plants. 
For instance, the land ootopus“ aban- 
dons its prey after haviug sucked ont the 
nutritive elements. The natives of Cen- 
tral America call this singular plant by 
the appropriate name of the devil's 
noose. ’’—Paris Cosmos. 


“E Pluribes Unum.” 

The circumstances attending the 
adoption of the legend E Pluribus 
Unum" as the motto of the United 
States have never been fully explained 
by the historians. It was probably used 
on coins—and some say upon early 
colonial fags—long before it was regu- 
larly recognized by the leading officials 
of the new republic. The oldest coin 
bearing the motto in full is a colonial 
cent coined by New Jersey in the year 
1786. The same year it appeared on a 
small medal recognized among the col- 
lectora of coins as the confederatio.”’ 
This medal was a national token, I be- 
lieve, and was coined by authority of 
the general government. It bore on one 
side 13 stars and a blazing sun, the lat- 
ter surrounded by the word *‘Confeder- 
atio,’’ which gives it the name by which 
it is known to the numismatista 

The words in the headline are un- 
doubtedly from Virgil's ‘‘Moretus,”’ a 
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few hours, and at nightfall artist and 
stableman had the satisfaction of ro- 
ceiving a visit from the haughty rela- 
tives of the picture's original The ro- 
quired sum was gladly paid by them 
Two hundred fell to the lot of the 
shrewd liveryman, the painter received 
his first price, $800, and every one was 
serene over the historio transaction.— 
Chicago Tribnne.

Blue Rays Kill Germs, but Red Does Not 
Much Affect Them. 
Althongh investigation has not been 
idle, experimenters have not been whol- 
ly agreed as to the exact property or 
field of the sun's rays which is most ef- 
ficient in action on bacteria and fungi. 
The inquiry has been continued by 
rofessor H. Marshall Ward, to whom 
the thought occurred in the course of 
bis work that the most direct answer to 
the question, Which rays are the most 
effective ones? might be best obtained 
by shining the solar spectrum directly 
upon the film of spores, and making it 


groups of rays fell upon them—in other 
words, by obtaining a photograph of the 
spectrum in living and dead bacteria. 

The results showed conclusively that 
the rays that kill the bacteria are the 
blue and violet ones. An observation 
was made during the investigation 
which may go far to account for the un- 
satist character of the determina- 
tions of former experiments. 
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almost impracticable.— Popular Science

Nominated. 


The Republican Stale Convention 
which met at Cambridge, Dorchester Co., 
Thurgday nominated this ticket. 

For Goveruor—LloydLowndes of Cam- 
berland. 

For Comptrolier—R. P. Graham of Wi- 
comico C», 

For Attorney General—Harry M.Cia- 
bangh of Carroll. Co., 

The Conyention was called to order by 
Chairman of the State Central Committee 
Harry M. Clabaugh., 

Jno. C. Rose of Baltimore Cv., was 
made temporary chairman upon a vote 
by counties. His election revealed the 
strength of the Lowndes people which 
showed that they bad entire control of 
con vention. 

Mr. Lowndes was nominated on the 
first ballot. 

Hon. Lloyd Lowndes was born in 
Clarksburg, W. Va., February 27, 1845, 
where his father went ſrom Cumberland, 
Md., the year before. He spent some of 
the years of his boyhood in Cumberland, 
and can truthfuly be raid to have been 
identitied with the interests of Maryland 
all his life. He waseducated at Allegany 
College, Meadville, Pas, graduating from 
that institution just at the close of the 
Civil War, when he wasa little over 20 
years of age. 

In the fall of 1872, upon Grant’s renom- 
ination, Mr. Lowndes stumped the Sixth 
district for Grant against Greely, being 
accorded the Republican. nomination for 
Congress. He was elected and served in 
the Forty third Congress as a warm sup- 
porter of the Administration. Whilein 
Congress he voted against the civil 
rights bill on the ground that the bill, 
as framed was unconstitutional. This 
vote is said to have defeated bim for re- 
nomination, but eight years after the act 
was passed the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States sustained the 

position which Mr. Lowndes had assum- 
ed when the bill was under discuesion. 

Mr. Lowndes is tall, of dignified and 
commanding presence, but very genial 
manner. He was married in 1869 to 
Miss Bessie Lowndes, daughter of the 
late Richard T. Lowndes. From this un- 
ion six chileren have sprung, five boys 
and one girl. The daughter, Miss Eliza- 
beth Lowndes, is a school girl of thirteen. 
Tbe two oldest boys, Lloyd and Richard, 
graduated from Yale College last june; 
the third son, Charles, is finisbing his 
education in Europe, and the two 
youngest boys, Bladen and Upshur, are 
at school in Cumberland. 

Mr. Lowndes 1s president of the Second 
National Bank of Cumberland, the Un- 
ion Mining Company and the Potomac 
Coal Company. He isa director in the 
Frostburg Gas-Light Company, the Black, 
Sheridan & Wilson Co., the New York 
Mining Company and the Fidelity and 
Deposit Compauy of Baltimore. He is 
quite an extensive farmer in the western 
part of the state. He has been a »promi- 
nent lay-delegate to the Protestant Epis- 
copal Diocesan Convention from Allega- 
ny ceunty forthe past 15 years, and is 
at presenta warden and vestryman of 
Emmanuel Episcopal Church, Cumber- 
land. He isalso a member of the Mary- 
land, the Merchants’ and the Athanaeum 
Clubs of Baltimore city. 

Mr. Graham, the candidate 
comptroller, is a son of the late Col. 
Samuel A. Graham, for many years one 
of the leading lawyers of the peninsula. 
Mr, Graham is very young to be on the 
state ticket, 28 years. old 

He graduated at the Salisbury High 
School in 1885, taught iu the public 
schools of the county one year, then at- 
tended the law department of the Uni 
versity of Maryland where he was grad- 
uated in 1888. On his return home he 
was admitted toa partnership business 
with his father for the practice of law. 
At the death of his father he formed a 
partnership with II. L. D. Stanford, Esq., 
under the firm name of Graham & Stan- 
ford,and upon the dissolution of that 
firm, the present partnership of Grabam 
and Williams w.s formel.

pas RUSSIAN KNOUT. 


A BRUTAL PUNISHMENT INFLICTED 
| IN THE CZAR’S DOMAIN. 


Cae Its Use In Some Hespectsa Has 
| Been Ves of the Cruel 


_ Instrument Deseribed by a Political |. 


Exile Who Has Saffered In Siberia. 


One never knows for certain how 
much of the knout is left in modern 
Russia. The wire still at times 
carries the whiz of it from re- 
mote Siberia, and only the other day I 
saw mention in news from St. Peters- 
burg of a new imperial ukase, ‘‘abolish- 
ing the use of the knont for the punish- 
ment of offenses committed by the peas- 
antry, which has hitherto been complete- 
ly at the merey of the local judges in 
this respect. I was under the impres- 
sion that the local judges had been 
deprived of their knout for 20 years or 
more, but the sender of this message 
adds that statistics were submitted to 
the czar, showing that in ten years 3, 000 
persons, mostly guilty of thefts of prod- 
uce, had died after punishment with the 
knout.” 

Granted the infliction of tbe knont, 
the 3,000 deaths are easily believed. 
The instrument itself, supposing this re- 
port to be true, evidently dies harder 
than its victims. But even in Russia, 
where the rod and its equivalents have 
had a more extended and bloody exist- 
ence than in any other European state, 
the humaner spirit of the age has been 
felt, and one is disposed to regard as ex- 
aggerated the statements just quoted. 
Certainly we had been given to believe 
that the knont was abolished for all but 
the gravest offense as long ago as 1866. 
But Russia bas never been governed 
wholly by its written laws, and there 
are regions of that empire where a ukase 
may be slow to reach the loal judges.” 

The merciful edict of 1866, however, 
stopped short at the confines of Siberia, 
and it was with the object of learning 
to what extent the knont is used in the 
Siberia of today that I sought ah inter- 
view with a distinguished and very in- 
teresting exile, M. Alexander Sochac- 
zewski, on a visit to England. M. So- 
chaczewski, a Pole by birth, an artist 
by profession, and in England to ar- 
range for the exhibition of a picture 
which will move the sympathies of ev- 
ery friend of the victims of the czar, 
was a political exile in Siberia at the 
age of 21 and suffered 4% years in the 
mines, during 24¢ of which he carried, 
night and day, chains of which marks 
are permanently graven on his ankles. 
Twenty years in all were the days of 
his exile, and he counts himself happy 
that he did not, like so many of his 
comrades in oppression, perish under 
that crnel yoke. Indeed he speaks with- 
ont bitterness and says that even in Si- 
beria one may often forget oneself. 

M. Sochaczewski could say much about 
the knont. He had. been many times a 
witness of its infliction. The knont, in 
fact, was in use in the mines during the 
whole of M. Sochaczewski’s exile, and 
those who were condemned to it suffered 
in public. 

At the present day M. Sochaczewski 
believed that it was practically abolish- 
ed in 1893, but the governor retains a 
certain discretionary power, which may 
mean much in Siberia. Would M. So- 
chaczewski describe the punishment? 
He took a half sheet of note paper and a 
pen and made a rapid sketch. That is 
the knont,’’ he said. A band of leather, 
as is well known, serves the execu- 
tioner fora handle, and the knont it- 
self is asingle thong of leather, rongh 
and very hard, tapering toward the ex- 
tremity, where it is weighted with a 
ball of lead. With this the executioner 
—who is generally a reprieved murder- 
er—can inflict as great or as little suf- 
fering as he pleases. 

„Thus, said M. Sochaczewski, ‘‘the 
prisoners would sometimes give him a 
ruble to prove his skill, when he would 
strike one of them, apparently with full 
force, across the palm of the hand, but 
the blow would ‘scarcely be felt and 
would not leave a scratch. ith the 
same instrument he could kill at a single 
stroke, and was occasionally bribed by 
a condemned prisoncr to do so, breaking 
the ribs and almost tearing out the 
heart. 

What number of strokes, I asked M. 
Sochaczewski, were ordinarily inflicted? 

He replied that it was of no great con- 
sequence, inasmuch as punishment with 
the knont was generally regarded as a 
sentence of death A man under sen- 
tence of 100 lashes might die at the 
third lash, in which case the remaining 
97 would be given to the corpse. It was 
possible, if the executioner did not em- 
ploy his whole art or strength, for the 
victim to escape death, but he would 
then inevitably be a cripple for the rest 
of his life. There were men in the hos- 
pital in his time whom the knont had 
maimed forever. 

I asked whether the knout exhausted 
the resources of penal discipline in Si- 
beria. By no means, said M. So- 
chaczewski. 

He took up his pen again, and scratch- 
ed me a picture of a whip called the 
plet, which has three tails of twisted 
leather, with bits of metal at the tips. 
It is a little less deadly than the knout, 
but an expert flogger can kill his victim 
at the fifth stroke. There is a difference 
in flogging with the knout and with the 
plet. The knont, like the English cat, 
is laid across the back. The three tails 
of the plet score the back downward, 
from the nape of the neck to the loins, 
and every stroke, properly given, carries 
away three strips of skin and bites well 
into the flesh. Yea M. Sochaczewski 
had seen many comrades suffer under 
the plet. Protest? To what end?“ To 
protest was to be tied up oneself. The 
very flogger ran the risk of being cut to 
pieces with knont or plet if he failed to 
kill or maim his victim.—St. Paul's.

When the three wagons have drawn 
up on the site of the still unraised cook 
tent, three butchers with heavy cleavers 
at once begin work upon the sides of 
beef, Jegs of mutton and Joins of pork 
(500 pounds in all) that must forthwith 
be changed into steaming steaks, chops 
and cutlets A boiler is set up and 
steam pipes are connected from it with 
the big urn which must furnish 2,000 
cups of coffee shortly, and with the 
warming pans on the tables where the 
meats are served. While this is doing by 
one set of men, others are raising the 
tent, building 12 long tables and unpack- 
ing 20 large green boxes that contain

LEAVES FROM HIS NOTEBOOK ON 
SIGN PICTURES OF BURGLARS. 


What Chalk Marks on the Front Stoop or 
Gate May Mean—On the Other Hand, 
They May Be Only the Scrawls of Mis- 
ehievous Boys Which Mean Nothing. 


The amateur Sherlock Holmes has 
added another chapter to his little note- 
book which records the significance of 
trifles that are important clews to the 
doings of the criminal classes. Spots of 
fnk, cigar ashes, marks on the finger and 
the particles of dust in the folds of an 
umbrella are all eloquent to this obsery- 
ant seeker after truth us revealing 
times, places and occurrences in which 
le may have been engaged. There is 
a whole literature on the muds of New 
York and vicinity, their color and con- 
sistency and the various degrees of at- 
mospheric moisture under which they 
will be reduced to a fluid state, while 
toothpicks and matches as characteristic 
of various restaurants and localities are 
full of meaning. 
Now it appears, by what the amateur

Gov. Brown on the Political Sit- 
uation in the State. 


The Baltimore Sun of Wednesday con- 
tained the following: 

In speaking of the political situation 
Goy Frank Brown said: 

“Io my opinion Mr. Hurst should 
withdraw from the contest and the dem- 
ocratic state convention should be called 
to make another nomination. The sit- 
uation is critical, and unless something 
is done ‘the jig will be up’ with the dem- 
ocratic state ticket. 

“Mr. Hurst should write a letter with- 
drawing from the ticket. He should 
state in this letter that he withdraws in 
the interest of harmony, aud that as his 
nomination has proved so unsatisfactory 
to a large element in the party he thinks 
another shonld be put on the ticket to 
make the fight. If he does not do this I 
am very much afraid that the result of 
the election will be disastrous, 

ANOTHER CONVENTION SUGGESTED. 


“I also think that in case Mr. Hurst 
should withdraw the convention should 
be called together and allowed to maxe 
the nomination untrammeled by any 
outside interference whatever. The 
leaders or bosses should keep their 
hands off and allow the delegates to do 
as they please. If the convention shonld 
be stampeded and nominate somé one 
they do not want they should put up 
with it and submit to the inevitable. The 
very fact that a man is nominated in de- 
fiance of the leaders will make the man 
all the stronger before the people and 
would probably elect him. 

“The people generally like to see a 
man defeat the managers and admire 
him all the more for his courage in de- 
feating them and ‘securing the nomina- 
tion against their will. 

A COLOSSAL MISTAKE. 


“Gorman and Rasin made a colossal 
mistake in compelling the convention 
to act as ji did. They should have al- 
lowed it to ballot at will and should not 
have interfered, The truth is, they were 
afraid it would be stampeded and that 
some one would get the nomination 
whom neither of them wanted. 

“Rasin was afraid that Hayes might be 
nominated and Gorman was afraid that 
Judge Fisher might succeed, and inci- 
dentally he was afraid my friends might 
nominate me, although I was entirely 
out of the fight. 

“Rasin scared Gorman with the possi- 
bility that the convention might nomi- 
nate either Judge Fisher or myself, and 
Gorman scared Rasin with Hayes,and so 
the thing was worked.

STATEMENT FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


Shortly after the publication of the 
sbove article the Governor issued the 
following statement: 

“I wish it understood most emphatic- 
ally thatI had no such advice to offer. 
and any remarks that I may have made 
in connection with the democratic nom- 
ination were made incidentally and in a 
jocular way, with no intention of having 
the same in print, and with no idea that 
they would be so used. 

“I regret exceedingly that my name 
was used in connection with the iuter- 
view, which is calculated to mislead the 
public ai to my po ition in the campaign 
I have always supported the democratic 
ticket and will -certainly do so in this 
contest. 

“Mr. Hurst, as I understand it, was 
nominated without any solicitation on 
his part and isin every way qualified to 
fill the office. He is entitled to the sup- 
port of his party as the nominee of the 
democratic state convention and I pre- 
dict his election.” 

WHAT un. HURST SAYS. 


In reference to rumors that he contem- 
plated withdrawing from the ticket. Mr. 
Hurst declared that there was no truth 
in such statements, saying that his posi- 
tion wss unchanged. “I had an inter- 
view with Governor Brown,” he added, 
“and not a word was said by the Gov- 
ernor to me that his views were as re- 
ported. but, on the other hand, he ex- 
pressed great confidence in the outlook 
and result.” 

In the same issue it published an in- 
terview with Ex-Governor Jackson of 
this county, taken from the Washington 
Post, which says: 

At the Hotel Page last evening ex- 
Gov. E. E. Jackson, of Maryland, con- 
versed with a Post reporter on the 
political situation in his state, 

“It must be admitted, said he, that 
the democratic party is. in abad way, 
while the republicans seem in good 
shape. They nominated a strong ticket, 
and their candidate for Governor, Mr. 
Lowndes is an excellent man. The dem- 
ocrats are sadly divided, and unless they 
get together between this and election 
day, of which there seems but little pro- 
spect, there is no hope for them to carry 
the State. Maryland is still a democratic 
State, but the voters have grown weary 
of having things run by one ortwo men. 
giving the people no chance in the con- 
duct of public affaira . 

"Personally the democratic nominee 
Mr. Hurst, isa most estimable gentle 
man, but the way in which his nominat- 
ion was brought about was a grave paliti- 
cal blunder. It was due the other candi- 
dates, Messrs. Hayes and, Jones, that 
there should haye been at least the sem- 
blance of carrying out the promises made 
to them. Hurst could have been nomi- 
nated anyway and the others would not 
have felt themselves the victims of a 
prearranged plan. This would have ob 
viated all dissensions aud soreness and 
created that barmony and union of sen- 
timent that would have Insured success 
for the democracy.”

“Not necesssrily. The present condit- 
ion is not due to dissatisfaction with the 
party as an organization. It is unquest- 
ionably a revolt against party leadergand

I look ſo ser Mary- 
land give its electoral vote in d for the 
democratic ` nominees, but republican 
success this year will make next yrar’s 
task more than usually difficult.”

The Family of the Young Republican 
Nominee for Comptroller. 


The Baltimore Sun last week publish- 
ed the following in connection with Mr, 
Robert P. Graham's nomination by the 
‘Republicans for comptroller; “There are 
some interesting facta about the Graham 
family, of Wicomico county, one uf whom, 
Mr. Robert P. Graham, was nominated 
by the republican convention for State 
comptroller.’ said a gentleman from 
that county yesterday. “His father was 
the late Samuel A. Graham, who went to 
Salisbury from Carlisle, Pa., during the 
civil war. His family at Carlisle was one 
of the most prominent in that section, 

“Wicomico was created out of parts of 
Somerset and Worcester counties shortly 
after Mr. Graham’s arrival at Salisbury, 
which became the county seat. Although 
anardent Union man and, although sur. 
rounded by men and influences in sym- 
pathy with the Southern cause, his inte- 
grity and his legal attainments won for 
him a high position at the bar. which he 
maintained til his death. He was for 
sc veral years republican candidate for 
State’s attorney of his county or for Con- 
gress in his district, and it was chiefly 
through him that the republican organi- 
zation on the Eastern Shore was maia- 
tained. He married Mies Collier, a sis- 
ter of Dr. L. D. Collier of Salisbury. 

„Mr. Robert P. Gralam has reveral 
brothers, all of whom are democrats 
The oldest is Mr. Joseph A. Graham, vd- 
itor of the St. Louis R-publicau: which 

is one of the staunchest democratic dai- 
lies in the West. B2ofure he went West 
Mr. Joseph A. Graham was editor of the 
Salisbury (Md.) Advertiser, and as adem- 
ocrat was elected State's attorney of Wi- 
comico county, succeeding Mr. E. Stanley 
Toad vin, who has since that time ser- 
yed two terms in the State Senate. Mr. 
Graham, when he first went West, seltled 
in Kansas City and his newspaper abili- 
ties soon landed him in the chair of the 
managing editor of the Kansas City 
Times. Thence he went toa timilar pc- 
sition in the office of the St. Louis Re- 
public. 

Another brother is Dr. Samnel Gra- 
ham, cashier of one of the national banks 
of Salisbury. Still another brother, Dr. 
Wm. A, Grabam, is city editor of the 
Hartford (Conn.) Courant, which newe- 
paper isowned by United States Senator 
Hawley. Dr. Wm. A. Graham voted for 
Cleveland in 1892. 

Mr, Robert P. Graham, of all the sors 
Col. Samuel A. Graham, is the only one 
who, besides adhering continuously to 
the political faith of his father, has fol- 
lowed the profession for which he was 
educated. Mr. Joseph A. Graham was 
trained to bea lawyer, now he isa news- 
paper man. Dr. Samuel Graham gradu- 
ated from a Philadelphia college as a 
dentist; he isa bank cashier. Dr. Wm. 
Graham was educated to be a physician 
ard after his graduation practiced at 
Quantico, Wicomico counts; now he is a 


| newspsper man.”

“I wish you would teach me how to 
commit to memory the songs I want to 
sing. said an amateur musician toa 
friend.

The process is not a difficult one, 
was the reply. I have always found it 
easy to remember songs and poems by a 
certain rule or method that I adopted a 
long time ago. Take any popular song,

ple. It isa good plan to read it over and 
get the sentiment of the verse, which 
comprehends the idea of loneliness, the 
fading away of beautiful things and the 
lack of sympathy in sadness. Therose is 
blooming alone. Its companions are 
faded and gone. No flower or kindred 
is nigh to share its pleasures or answer 
to its sighs. This is the groundwork— 
the skeleton, 5o to speak—of the verse. 
Impress this firmly on the mind and 
familiarize the thought with the senti- 
iment. Imagine the garden with the one 
rose and faded leaves all around. Once 
this is fixed in the memory it is com- 
paratively easy to fill in the remainder 
of the words. This is one of the simplest 
and surest way of committing the words 
of a song to memory. 

„With most people memorizing the 
air of the song is much easier, and this 
is done by humming again and again, 
referring to the musio whenever there is 
any question. It is important to learn 
an air correctly at first, for when a mis- 
take is made at the ontset one is almost 
certain to blunder at the same place ever 
afterward. ’’—New York Ledger.

Every prominent author, actor, poli- 
tician and professional man is now a 
subscriber to one or more of the clip- 
ping bureaus, and a busy man finds the 
system very convenient, for he is ena- 
bled, as it were, to read his newspapers 
by proxy. 

The manager of a New York clipping 
bureau in speaking of the peculiarities 
of his business said yesterday: ‘‘Many 
of our customers are folks with fads 
and hobbies. A man sent us an order 
recently for all items abont two headed 
calyes, three legged chickens and other 
monstrosities. A leading politician or- 
dered 100 Memorial day addresses, from 
which he could compile a Fourth of Ju- 
ly oration which he had engaged to de- 
liver. Society belles are beginning to 
make scrapbooks of their newspaper 
notices, and the custom will donbtless 
become a regular social fad in time. 
The wives of public men are among the 
best patrons of the clipping bureaus. 
About the strangest order we have is 
that of a dealer in tombstones and mon- 
uments.

FRENCH BARBARITY AT YAFA. 


Thousands of Prisoners Were Shot Down 
After the Surrender. 

No French victory was ever marked 
by such unbridled license as that which 
the victorious troops practiced ut Yafa. 
But what followed was worse, for the 
prisoners of wur were too numerous for 


the ordinary usage. For some days they | 


were treated according to the terms of 
quarter they had exacted. On the 17th 
a council of war nnanimonsly voted that 
the old rule under which no quarter is 
given to defenders in an assault should 
be applied to them. For three days Bo- 
naparte hesitated, but on the th his 
decision was taken. A few Egyptinus 
were sent home and the remainder of 
the prisoners, togetber with the 500 
militia from El Arish, were marched to 
the beach and shot. In the report to the 
directory the number was put at 1,200. 
Two eyewitnesses estimated it—one at 
3,000, the other at 4,000, 

“I have been severe with those of your 
troops who violated the laws of War, 
wrote the author of the deed to Jezzar. 
No mention of the fact or excuse for it 
was made in any of his other corre- 
spondence at the time. All winter long 
he had been dealing as aun oriental with 
orientales, and this was but a picca of 
the samo conduct. The code of Christian 
morality was far from his mind. In Jan- 
uary, for instance, he had ordered Mu- 
rat to kill all the prisoners of a hostile 
tribe in the desert whom he could not 
bring away, and in the same month 
identical orders were issued to Berthier 
concerning another existing horde. 

The plea which is mnde by the eulo- 
gists of Napoleon and by some recent 
military writers for this wholesale exe- 
cution is that among these slaughtered 


men the garrison of El Arish, which | 
had surrendered, had been found again | 
with arms in their hands; that they | 


were deserving of death according to all 
the laws of war, and that, as to the rest, 
there were no French prisoners for whom 
to exchange them and no provisions to 
support them, consequently their pres- 
enco with the urmy would jeopardize its 
success, and it was therefore justifiable 
to diminish the enemy's resisting power 
by their execution. Those who believe 
that war, whether just or unjust, justi- 
fies any barbarity which will lead to 
speedy victory will agree with that 
opinion.—Profeasor W. M. Sloane’s 
Life of Napoleon’’ in Century.

Steam Attachment to Telephone. 
Manager Fowler of the Telephone ex- 


change, Ashland, Ky., has devised an 


ingenious attachment for telephones, to 
be used in factories and shops where the 
amount of noise makes it almost impos- 
sible to hear the call bell of the instru- 
ment. It consists of a steam whistle, 
which is tarned on by means of a lever 
operated by magnetism.
